Important Matters to Coma Before the
Universal Postal Congress Daring Its

Session lire the Mutual Free
Transmission of Ofllclul tlall 3I:ittcr of
Members of tho Union, the Qaestlon of
Raising the Weight Maximum Under
the Kate, and a Universal Postage
Stamp Gary Welcomes the Congress,

Washington, May 5. The Universal
Postal congress met today In the great
hail of the old Corcoran. Art gallery.
About sixty countries, comprising most
of those in the Postal union, were repre-
sented. Korea, China and the Orange
Free State, which are now outside of the
pale of the union, had delegates present.
It is expected that the work of the con-

gress will extend about eix weeks. .Most
of the work will be transacted by com-

mittees, which will submit the result of
their labors to the congress about once a
weekv The1 present postal agreement will
be revised and renewed. Several import-
ant questions will be considered, among
them a proposition to transmit the offi-

cial moil of the countries which are mem-
bers of the union free of charge; the ques
tion of increasing the unit of weight to
be carried under a stamp from a
half ounce to thee-fort- of an ounce, and

( also a proposition for a universal stamp.
The hall presented a brilliant appear-

ance when the congress was called to or-

der at 1 o'clock. The guests were dressed
ir. full dress suits of court costumes, the
breasts ablaze with glitterng insignia
and enameled orders. The Oriental dele-

gates were very picturesque in their flow-

ing silken robes. The Korean wore his
box-lik- e headgear and the Turk his red
fez. The decorations of the ball weie
lavish. The walls were rch with gorg-
eous tapestries and shone with coats-of-arm- s.

The prevailing colors were gold

and crimson.
The sx?ssion5 of the congress were hei

behind closed doors. Postmaster General
Gary, Ass.stant Postmaster General
Heath. General Batcheller and Captain
Brooks did the honors.

Postmaster General Gary delivered the
address of welcome. He said:

MR. GARY'S ADDRESS.
"Gentlcmen: I tender you a hearty

irretitlns in the name of the United
Ftctrs cf America and welcome you to
he capital of this great and growing na-ik- n.

"Whatever conduces to the spread of
Intelligence, the encouragement of the
arts of peace, the enlighiment of the
people of ail countries, the extension of
commerce "and the consequent cement-
ing of fraternal t.es between the na-l-o-

meets with the commendation of
the people in whose behalf I extend this
welc-Jme- .

"Tou come as the messengers of
peace and good will, as the visible em-

bodiment of international comity, as the
bodiment of international comity, as the
the bearerr of friendly messages be-

tween communities widely separated yet
closely unite 1; and I salute you as the
representatives of advanced and ad-
vancing clvillxatlond. Before you de-
part .for your respective homes we hope
to bnng you Into closer communication
s.th car people, among whom you will
lind iht f rmer citizens ami subjects of
all the nations of the earth, and ther
descendants. Scarcely a delegate is
here today who may not rective a. cor

dial and hospitable welcome from na-
tives of his own country and some of
you may may find your own country-
men almost as numerous as you left at
home.

"We desire also that you may bear
away with you a more complete knowl-Mg- e

of our domain, which extends
acroaa a continent, 3,000 miles, embrac-
ing almost every varitty of climate, of
a country of boundless resources, of

fertility, of varied manufacturing
inteicsts ard containing a prosperous
and happy population cf over seventy
millions of people. We want to afford
jou an object lesson of the marvelous
growth of communities founded mainly
during the past century, which support
a postal system comprising more than
70.000 offices and 200,000 employes, sup-
plying mnils for and dispatching them
over 170,000 miles of railroad, 12,000 miles
of steamboat service and by other minor
routes of service, aggregating in all
over 4GO.OO0 miles of post routes and in
the year 1S96 handling a total of 5.G93,-763,7-

.pieces of rnai: matter. Thus we
place even the small and remote commu-
nities in direct communication with one
another with postal facilities. By car-
rying back to your homes the knowledge
that all these millions of people are anx-
ious to establish the closest social and
business relations with each of the coun-
tries you represent, you will convey seme
idea of the value of maintenance and per
fection of the system you have met to
promote.

"It Is quite appropriate that this, the
fifth, congress of the International Postal
Union, should be held in the United
States, and at the capital of our nation,
for it was here that the suggestion creat-
ing this body originated.

"Postmaster General Blair, on August
4, 1SG2, in a communication addressed to
Mr. Seward, then secretary of state, pro-
posed an international conference of pos-
tal delegates to recommend measures
looking to the revision, simphficatioa
and uniformity of internattonal postal
arrangements, and the department of
state submitted the proposition to the
governments of Great Britain. France,
Prussia. Sweden, the eNtherlands, Bel-glu-

Italy and Ecuador.
"Favorable responses were received

from all the governments named, and at
Pars in the following May the first

congress assembled
"Out cf this-ide- a of international con-ference grew the larger idea of a perma-nent universal posta' union and thecongress of this union met In the halfofthe national senate of Switzerland mSeptember. 1S74. The treaty creating-th.-

union went into effect on the fir ofJuly. 1S75.

"In congratulating our government

creating this union originated with us.

"The Universal Postal union is young,
m years, but phenomenal In successes
and achievements. It is the outgrowth
of the separate treaties batween different
national organizations, each compact dif-
fering in some essential respect from all
others.

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"We are rapidly approaching the real-
ization of the dream which was outlined
in the colossal enterprise, for there is
reason to believe that by the time this
congress adjourns the sun in its daily
circuit through the heavens will not rise
upon a civilized people nor set upon an
organized government which is not In-

cluded in the wise and beneficent juris-

diction of the Universal Postal union.
"Thus you meet under happy auspices.

Representatives from countries not in the
union, notably those from China and
Korea, are present and ready to join
your brotherhood, participate in your de-

liberations and become with
you. Would that the representatives of
the several governments which constitut-
ed the component parts of the Infant
union, the men whose genius Ehlr.es
through every written page of your early
Tiistory and whose influence is every-

where visible in the beneficent labors of

their succesfcor, could be present to en-i-

the fruition of their hopes and as-

pirations. Most of them have crossed
the dark river and now rest under the
shade of the shore. Since the congress of
Vienna official notices of the death of
some of, its honored members have been
sent out by the international bureau at
Berne such conspicuous names as Hof-stid- c,

director general of posts and tele-

graphs of the Netherlands; of Lund, the

"Thus briefly alluding to the virtues of
your former collaborators and friends, I
am tempted to quote from the touching
tribute paid by Dr. Von Stephan at tha
opening of the Vienna congress to those
of his former associates whose deaths
had just been announced:

" 'Gentlemen,' said he, 'at the moment
we are about to inaugurate our labors,
permit me to follow a sacred usage in.

calling to mind the names of your fel-

low laborers and friends, who since ihe
congress cf Lisbon have by the inscrut-
able decree of Providence passed beyend
the confines of this life.' Then after a
brief eulogy of the honored dead, he
clcsed with the suggestion that on their,
tombs let us lay the wreath of our re-

membrance and friendship.'
"So let us bring to his grave today, and

to the graves of thos? whom he. too
would have delighted to honor, the fra-
grance of friendship, the remembrance of
their lives crowned by eeeful deed?. For-
tunate it is that in the practical affairs
cf life, no man or up of men is indis-
pensable to the accomplishment o? great
reforms. Men die. but genius sarvives.
Useful work follows tne coming and go-

ing of the years. The deeds of brave and
successful workers outlive them. Those
to whom I have Teferred have left a pre-

cious legacy of difficulties overcome; of
obstructions removed from the path of
postal progress and ref-ir- and hsrt sur--vey-ed

and mad straignt the highways
upon which ycu are to travel In reaching
the soal they set uo for your ambltion.
Toey have made your work lighter. They
conceived, and left you to execute. I
doubt no: that you will enter upon, that

To the
consideration of these grave propositions
I Invite your careful attention, confident
that your decision thereon, as well as on
the other subjects, will be wise and prof-
itable for all the,countries concerned.

"Again welcoming you to this capital,
wishing for each cf you a pleasant so-

journ among us and a safe return to
your homes at the conclusion of a profit-
able session, I declare the fifth congress
of the Universal Postal Union opened,
and ask you to organize by nominating
a president to conduct your delibera-
tions.' '

Mr. Camille De Lessert, director for
Lausanne. Switzerland, the dean of the
union, followed the postmaster general
with a brief address in which he referred
feelingly to the distinguished members
who had died since the congress assem-

bled six years age at A'ienna. He paid a
glowing tribute to Dr. Von Stephan,
whose vacant desk was draped in mourn
ing, surrounded by a wreath of oak
leaves and immortelles.

M. De Lessert, then, on the part of

tha congress, proposed General J. S.

Batcheller, the oldest o3 the United StateG

delegates, as president of the congress,

and he was unanimously chosen. Gener-

al Batcheller made a fitting response in
French.

supplemented his colleague's remarks
with some words of profound regret.

On the part of the United States Col-

onel Chaille-Lon- g was chosen first secre-
tary. 'Roljert Stockwell Hatcher second
secretary, and W. A. 'Brown third secre-
tary.

M. Ausault, administrator of malls and
telegraphs of France, on behalf of the
congress, made a brief address In eulogy
of th president of the United States and
cf the generoui hospitality extended to
the congress by the American govern-

ment. He concluded by offering the pres-

ident the sincere feliciliiions of we con-

gress.
An. alaborate luncherm was served at

the conclusion of the preliminary exsr
cises.

THE COMMITTEES.
In the afternoon the three committees

which will have charge of the detailed
wcrk of the congress were appointed,
after which the congress adjourned to
meet at the call of the president, who
will asnble the delegates as socn as one
of .the committers Is ready to report.

Albany, N. Y., May 5. Governor
Black affixed his signature to the Great-
er New York charter today. The follow-
ing is a brief synopsis of the main ns

of the new charter:
The munisipality is divided into five

boroughs, Manhattan, Brox. Brooklyn.
Queena and Richmond, which are in
turn each subdivided Into into ten coun-
cil districts. The mayor will be elected
for four years, at a salary of $15,000 per
annum, instead of for two years at 510,-OO-

as at present. With the excepton
of the comptroller.who will be elected by
popular vote, all municipal officers will
be appointed by the mayor, who may re-

move at will during the first six months
of his tenure. There will be onlv one
police force, under a board
of four, as at present. The department
of public works 13 abolinhed, and water
supply, sewer, bndge and street bu-
reaus will replace It. Their heads to be
appointed by the mayor. There will be
a municipal legislature of two houKC,
the council, or twenty-eig- member,
elected from designated districts, and the
assembly of five members from eacn of
tne twenty-on- e senatorial district in
Greater New York.

Of course Brooklyn and Long Island
Ctty are n2me3 no longer known to tho
map. Greater New York covers a ter-
ritory of 2537s square ml!, thirty-tw- o

miles long and sixteen miles wide, with
an estimated population of about 3.400,-00- 0.
